To Remove Fruit Stains. 
When fruit stn.m are fresh pour 
boiling water steadily through them 
and they will usually disappear. lf the 
xx *;• r t- hard. Lo* \ *.r ammonia in a 
small quantity should be added to the 
watt r. 
Fruit and wine stains, lf dry, should 
be soaked In cold water, like tea 
stains. Then stretch the stain***! fabric 
over a basin, rill* with common snit 
ami pour boiling water through til** 
stain. 
Dr it ran lie rubbed with lem­ 
on, Instead of using boiling water. Re­ 
pent, lf necessary, ami if all is not r*- 
moved let the rest wear out. Some 
fruit and wine stains, especially those 
of appl** and pear, and some duvets, 
are very difficult to remove,

are boiled gently (after soaking) in 
Some strong ls»rnx ami 
water, xvell 
rinsed, then hung out in th** sunshine, 
or better, left hanging out during n 
frosty night, tin* stains will disappear 
Th** articles should I*** dripping wet 
when hung out.

Recently explor­ 
ers of South America, when they men­ 
tion the story st all, express skepti­ 
cism. 
Finally, Messrs. Leo PL Miller 
and George K. Chende of the Ameri­ 
can Museum of Nut ural History, who 
have done so much traveling and col­ 
lecting in South America, have sug­ 
gested to Professor Gudger a plausi­ 
ble origin for such tales. 
They think 
that the story of the “monkey bridge” 
lias come about through observation 
of a procession of monkeys crossing 
a ravine or stream on a pendent liana.
